ga Ladleds Gas-Light Co., which oper- 
ates an electrie light plant, was the owner 
of a wire running along the north side 
ot Franklin avenue, which became detached 
and dropped to the ground near the curb 
line. The deceased son of the plaintiffs 
called for a friendly chat at Mr. Rein- 
holz’ store, which was near the broken 
wire. Mr. Reinholz was fully aware of 
the dangerousness of the wire, and, with 
a pair of insulated plyers, attempt- 
ed to cut it. In the hearing and 
presence of the plaintiffs’ deceased son he 
spoke of the dangerousness of the wire, 
and also said to him: “The wire is broken; 
1 am going over to take it out of the way or 
somebody will get killed.“ This he under- 
took to do, being accompanied by the plain- 
tiff’s son. Mr. Reinhols took hold of the 
wire with the insulated plyers. The son 
stood back of him, and, having wrapped 
a handkerchief around his hand, reached 
over the shoulder of Mr. Reinfiola and 
grasped the wire, receiving a shock which 
resulted in his death. 

The plaintiff’s son was 17 years old, fully 
developed, over 6 feet tall, intelligent, of 
studious habits and was at the time per- 
forming the duties of a responsible posi- 
tion in a wholesale hotise. The evidence 
produced by the plaintiffs clearly showed 
that the son knew of the danger attending 
a contact with the wire. Several by-stand- 
ers also warned him not to touch the wire, 
and there were other circumstances tend- 
ing to impress on him the danger of do- 
ing so. When Mr. Reinhols saw the boy’s 
hand reaching for the wire over his shoul- 
der, he exclaimed, “My God, don’t do that!“ 
But without avail. 

While the decision of the court is based ex- 
clusively on the cotitributory negligence of 
the plaintiff’s son, it is worthy of remark 
that the record is practically barren of 
any evidence of negligence on the part of 
the defendant company, a matter com- 
mented upon by Judge Rombauer, who de- 
livered the opinion in the case. The wire 
had fallen less than ten minutes before the 
accident. The court recognized and an- 
nounced the rule that companies using 
these dangerous appliances should be held 
to the very highest degree of care in pre- 
venting injury,” but, with equal wisdom 
and logic, said that such a company was 
not to be held to the lability of an tnsurer 
against all damage resulting from the 
operation of an electric light plant. 

But, conceding negligence on the part of 
the defendant, yet the palpable contribu- 
tory negligence of the son was obviously 
fatal to a recovery by his parents. Plain 
and elementary principles of law lead ir- 
vesistibly to the conclusion announced by 
the Appellate Court; and those principles 
are nothing more than the requirements 
of common sense and fairness: they are 
meitter subtle nor mysterious, and are 
easily understood by anyone of good judg- 
ment and a proper sense of justice. The 
déad son was of such age and understanding 
as to be chargeable with contributory negli. 
gence, a doctrine as firmly imbedded in 
jurisprudence as the principles of self-de- 
fense. 

It is my purpose to give the facts of the 
case in question; when they are known cer- 
tainly no one will criticise the logical apd 
just conclusion which they produce, and 
which Was announced by the Appellate 
Court. I firmly favor criticism of the ju- 
diclary, but fair and just criticism always. 
No less a jurist than Judge H. C. Caldwell 
has candidly said: The judicial, no more 
than any other department of the govern- 
ment, is above or beyond criticism.” (29 Am. 
L. R., 417.) It was the fearless and en- 
lightened press that prevented England’s 
judges continuing their efforts to overawe 
the people and browbeat juries into submis- 
siveness to the tyrannical measures of the 
crown. 

The criticisms of the press upon the de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals in the Frau- 
enthal case are not fair and just because 
they do not contain a statement of the real 
facts, and were the promptings of mere 
sentiment. Courts ade established to ad- 
minister justice, not charity.

NEW YORK, April 17.—The question cf 
admitting women as delegates to the gen- 
eral Methodist Conference is in a muddled 


condition. The Baltimore amendment has 
been defeated. The big oy Confereace, 
in session at Gloversville, N. T., has set- 
tled the question by. voting down the amend- 
ment, 3 to 78. his does not absolutely 
decide the woman questlon in its bearing 
on “the coming conference, but it does de- 
stroy the chief reliance of the women. 

Up to to-day, with three annual confer- 
ences to hear from, the women 
forty-nine votes of having the necess 
three-fourths of all votes cast on the Balti- 
more amendment. To make up that defi- 
ciency and get enough additional votes to 
insure victory er | ad to have 355 votes 
out of the 425 in the three remaining ccn- 
ferences. The Troy conference, having 
given the women only seventy-eight votes, 
and having thrown 113 votes against them, 
their last Sone of winning om the Baltimore 
amendment is gone. After the action of 
the Troy Conference there is a majority of 
154 against the Baltimore amendment. 

These figures, giving the total votes on 
the Baltimore amendment, speak for .hem- 
selves: Total votes ‘a0 „10 total for 
Baltimore amendment, 7,511; total against 
Baltimore amendment, 2,600; red three- 
fourth@to carry amendment, 7,665; margin 
in excess of one-fourth against amendment,

But the Hamilton amendment, which has 
also been before the annual conferences fcr 
consideration, provides that lay delegates 
must be men. It is also defeated. By its 
defeat the inferential declaration of the 
church is that eligibility to a lay de 
ship shall not be confined to men, but shall

After Dodging Lariats He Abandoned 
His Steed and Lay in the Woods 
All Night. 


Two wild, wooly and drunken cowboys are 
wanted by the East St. Louis police. No- 
body seems to know their names, but it is 
understood that they went to the stock- 
yards with a herd of cattle they had driven 
from the South, And it is known positively 
that they tried to turn the outskirts of the 
city into a Texas ranch by chasing John 
Boul, Jr., nephew of Hon. Nicholas Boul, 
up and down the country roads, attempting 
to lasso him. 

Boul told the story to a Sergeant of the 
East St. Louis police and now the sleuths 
are looking for the desperadoes. Boul, who 
had got drunk in the city, started for bis 
home in the northeast portion of the town- 
ship on his little roan mare. On the rock 
road a road-house’s gilded sign of refresh- 
ing beer tempted him to alight and enter. 
There he met two men from the territory.“ 
Boul had several drinks with them. 

When Boul started to leave thé cowboys 
followed him out and offered him $50 for his 
mare. He wanted 390 and they threw sev- 
eral epithets at him for trying extortion. 
Finally they offered to trade him one of 
their ponies and he refused to listen to it. 
That so angered the gentlemen of the

Boul had not ridden far when he con- 
cluded he wanted another drink and turn 
back, intending to go to the saloon a fe 
hundred yards nearer East St. Louis.

Rev. M. B. Gott Captures a Prize Sinner 
Frem Denver. 


Just as one of the most notorious gam- 
blers of Denver, Oolo., was preparing to 
Secretly establish a gambling den and im- 
moral resort at Twelfth and Pine streets 
that would put to blush the worst that ever 


ourished in the naughty town of Denver, 

e was snatched as a brand from the burn- 
ing and converted by members of Rev. M. 
B. Gott’s mission at 1432 Franklin avenue. 

Shocked by the vision of his own un- 
righteousness, the gambler will shortly re- 
turn to Denver; close out his gambling in- 
terests and devote himself to soul-saving. 

The convert is C. C. Cody, first cousin 
of “Buffalo Bill,” and said to be the leader 
of the gambling element of the West. He is 
known as a plunger, @ regular king of 
Monte Carlo. 

Cody came to St. Louls from Denver last 
week with his partner, whose name is Scott, 
and another mah, an expert at handling 
cards, who was employed as a dealer. Cody 
secured a room at the Merchants’ Hotel. 

As he told the story to Rev. M. B. Gott, 
after his conversion, he and his partner 


came here to work the city during the Re- 
publican National Convention. hey rh 
resented a clique of gamblers who secretly 


operate gambling resorts in every city of 
consequence in the United States. 

They secured a three-months’ lease on 
the building at the northwest corner of 
Twelfth and Pine streets, formerly the 
Elite Hotel, paying $300 rental. They were 
planning to establish an immoral resort in 
the place, with palatial gambling rooms as 
an adjunct, by means of which they ex- 
pected to coin money during the Republican 
National Convention. The layout was to 
include poker, faro, dice and other games. 

All of Saturday night, Cody said, he was 
gambling in a room over a saddlery store 
on Washington avenue, near welfth 
street. He took Mr. Gott around and 
showed him the piace. He also took him to 
the building at Twelfth an ne streets, 
which he contemplated trarisforming into 
a gambling hell. Cody said he did not quit 
the gaming table until late Sunday after- 
nooh. Then he wen to the Merchants’ 
Hotel and had supper. 

In the evéning hé started back to Wash- 
ington avenue to resume play. Some of 
the members of Mr. Gott’s band of rescue 
workers were holding an open air 3 
at Twelfth and Olive streets. Cody stoppe 
to see what was going on, became interested 
and accepted an invitation to accompany 
the workers to the mission meeting. 

During the meeting Mrs. M. E. Otto talked 
to Cody a long time and finally persuaded 
him to be converted. Then he told those 
present what his intention had been in com- 
ing to St. Louis. 

Monday the first thing Cody did was to 
discharge his dealer. Then he had a talk 
with his partner, Scott, and withdrew from 
the partnership. He told Mr. Gott 8 
that he would remain in St. Louis until 
next Monday, then return to Denver and 
close out his gambling interests there. He 
stated that he was very anxious that Mr. 
Gott accompany him to Denver. Mr. Gott 
has not yet decided whether he will go. 

Cody will probably be baptized before he 
returns to Denver.

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VEXED PROBLEM 


QF HARD WHEAT. 


Dealers Still Worried Over the 
Rule fer Grading. 


KANSAS ‘CITY INSPECTION. 


It Is Blamed, but the St. Leuis Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Alse Comes 
In fer Censure. 


The No. 2 hard wheat question continues 
to be a cause of controversy among St. 
Louls grain men, notwithstanding the re- 
peal of the rule making it deliverable on 
contracts calling for No. 2 red winter. 

There is at present in St. Louls elevators 
about 84,000 bushels of straight No. 2 red 
winter wheat and about 960,000 bushels of 
No. 2 hard wheat. 

It is claimed by grain men who should 
know that much of the No. 2 hard wheat is 
mixed either with lower grades or with 
spring wheat, some of it so much 80 that it 
should not be graded as No. 2. Several 
lots of it have deen so much below grade 
as to cause the United Elevators, the 
Farmers’ Elevator and the Burlington Ele- 
vator to refuse to take it in store except 
in special bins, from which it would, of 
necessity, have to be sold on sample. 

The Grain Inspection Department at Kan- 
gas City is responsible for the grading of 
the wheat now in St. Louls. Grain men 
who know say that its grading as No. 2 
bard can only be due to gross ignorance 
on the part of the Kansas City inspectors. 

Some of them even hint that there may 
be something worse than ignorance behind 
the inspection. 


The wheat was examined last week by 
Supervising Grain Inspector Williams of 
Chicago, recognized as the grain expert of 
the United States. Mr. Williams stated in 
the presence of a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the wheat was not what it should be, 

A circular spread about previous to the 
vote by the grain men who were desirous 
of securing the repeal of the delivery rule 
sets forth their views clearly. It read as 
follows: 

‘Ig it good business on the part of our 

xchange to have a rule whic forces us 
2 trade in the futures of 15,000,000 to 20,000,000 

yushels of red winter wheat that we may 
receive in this market on a basis of 2 hard 
winter wheat, which is on the present mar- 
ket nominally 10 cents to 12 cents under the 
price of No. 2 red, and having no legitimate 
value either fof milling or for export. The 
exiatence of this rule absolutely prohibits 
trading in futures of 2 red winter wheat on 
the legitimate basis of its cash value, and 
as long as any considerable amount of the 
resent stock of this 2 hard wheat remains 

n store, just so long will we be compelled 
to trade on the basis of its nominal value, 
or in other words, less than 1,000,000 bushels 
of already discredited wheat is likely to 
seriously influence the value of this years 
and perhaps next year’s receipts of red 
winter wheat coming to this market. Under 
euch, conditions if allowed to prevail, is it 
not reasonable to expect other markets to 
invade our territory and draw from us what 
naturally should come to this market if 
we were trading in futures on the basis of 
real value of winter wheat? 

“All admit a very serious mistake has been 
made in the inspection of our present stock 
of hard wheat, and while the raising of the 
standard for grading wheat is imperative 
and praiseworthy, it does not in any way 
help us out of our present difficulty of

It was generally felt that the repeal of 
the delivery rule had settled the vexed 

uestion for good, as after Aug. 1 the No. 

hard will have to be sold on its merits. 

Such is not the case, as the status of the 
stock of 960,000 bushels now in store has 
been — — into question by C. H. Seybt, 
Vice-President of the Consolidated Coal Co., 
and a mill owner at Richland, III. 

Mr. Beybt has written an open letter in 
which he says that although St. Louls wheat 
et one time had a reputation which gave ita 
passport in all markets, its reputation now is 
as bad as the actual wheat in the local 
elevators. After the passage last June of 
the rule permitting delivery of No. 2 hard 
on contracts calling for No. 2 winter, the 
rule was used as a cloak to bring in spring 
wheat of gu kinds and conditions, says Mr. 
Seydt, and now St. Louis has nearly a half 
million bushels of contract wheat on hand 
which is “neither fish nor flesh, nor good red 
herring.”” It grades No. 2 in the elevators, 
but when removed from there it would grade 


-fejected. The effect has been to destroy the 
good name of the St. Lou Merchants’ Ex- 
change and to drive away its friends and
